CALIFORNIA. 


T he C ah ill S u icid e—H I. A ttem p ted M ur­ 
d er o f Mr». S ch eelln r. 
San F ra n cisco, August 5th.—A brief men­ 
tion was telegraphed last night of another 
tragedy which occurred yesterday afternoon 
at 1416 Bush street. The parties concerned 
were John Cahill, a mining Superintendent 
and brother of Ed. Cahill, the well-known 
broker, living at 712 Bush street, and Mrs. 
Nathan Scheeline, nee Ciprico, residing at 
1416 Bush street. Cahill at about 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon called at Mrs. Scheeline’s 
house and shot at her, after which he shot 
himself in the forehead, from the effects of 
which wound he died at the City Receiving 
Hospital at about 5:10 o’clock. 
c a h ill’s v isrr. 
The affair is yet unsatisfactorily explained, 
as far as the motive of Cahill in attempting 
to take the life of Mrs. Scheeline is con­ 
cerned. It appears that he called at 1410 
Bush street at about 1:45 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, and inquired of the servant girl if 
her mistress was at home. He was told that 
she was in the dining-room, and, proceeding 
to the apartment indicated, he tound Mrs. 
Scheeline sitting tewing in the bay window. 
The servant girl followed him, as he appeared 
to be angry about something. Cahill walked 
slowly to the lounge, and sat down on one of 
the arms of the same, and immediately oppo­ 
site Mrs. Scheeline. The latter did not rise 
when Cahill entered, but locking up and see­ 
ing a strange look on his face, said : 
“ John, what ails you; are you sick?’ 
ATTEMPTED MURDER AND SL'ICU'E. 
The servant girl saw him nod, and leaning 
over toward Mrs. Scheeline, point a pistol at 
her and fire. The girl fled to the Btreet, but 
had scarcely reached it when she heard two 
more shots fired. These shots were fired by 
Cahill at himself, oue of which penetrated 
hiu coat and vest over his left breast, but did 
not reach his body. The Becond shot took 
effect in his forehead, producing a fatal 
wouad. Upon firing the second shot Cahill 
fell to the floor in front of the lounge, with 
his head resting against its foot. Mrs. Schee­ 
line was greatly excited, and for a time 
thought herself injured, but a neighboring 
physician—Dr. Pinching—having been sum­ 
moned, it was found that the bullet intended 
for her heart had struck one of the steels ribs 
of her corset and had glanced off, making 
only a slight bruise. As soon as the shooting 
was known, Mr. Scheeline was summoned 
from his office, which he had scarcely reached 
after having left his house, where he had 
lunched with his wife. Upon returning 
home he found a man whom he did not know, 
and whom he does not remember that he had 
ever seen, lying in a pool of blood en the floor 
of his dining-room. He could throw no light 
on the mystery surrounding the whole affair. 
MRS. SCHEELINE’H VERSION OP THE TRAOEDY. 
Mrs. Scheeline was naturally very much 
excited over the tragedy. Her first exclama­ 
tion, after becoming sufficiently composed to 
give intelligible utterance to her thonghts, 
was, “ Oh, my God! Can’t something be 
done to keep this out of the papers ?” Later, 
she gave the following version of the affair 
to her sister, Mrs. Isidore Daniel wit k : 
“ About 1 o’clock my husband started down 
town, and shortly afterward Mr. Cahill called 
at the house. He came in and took a seat 
on the sofa in the dining-room. I sat oppo 
site and about six feet away from him, in the 
alcove in the room. He began to talk abont 
bis sickness, and spoke very despondently 
about the probability of ever being perma­ 
nently cured of it. I recommended him to a 
physician who had cured a niece of Mr. Schee­ 
line, who had been very sick. He had not 
talked more than ten miuutes when he sud­ 
denly arose and cook his handkerchief from 
his pocket, exposing as he did so the handle 
of a pistol. I remarked that he had a pisto], 
and had scarcely done so when he shot, but 1 
cannot say that he fired at me. for I did not 
know that I had been Bhot, and do not realize 
it now. I ran out the back door and through 
the passage-way into the street, and came 
back with some police officers and other per­ 
sons, and we found AD. Cahill lying on the 
sofa, bleeding from a wound iu the forehead. 
I cannot think of anything that could make 
him attempt to kill me.” 
CAHILL’3 DEATH AT TILE CITY RECEIVING 
HOSPITAL. 
Cahill was removed to the City Receiving 
Hospital, where he died in a few hours. He 
was about forly-two years old, and was a na­ 
tive of Waterford, Ireland. He leaves a 
wife and three children. The deceased had 
been acquainted with Mrs. Scheeline for a 
long time previous to her marriage, and she 
had been a frequent visitor to his house, be­ 
ing a friend of the family. Mr. Cahill, being 
employed at the Raymond & Ely mine, at 
I'ioche, some time ago secured for Miss Eva 
Ciprico a school at that place. She, how­ 
ever, did not remain there long. Sometime 
after her return she was married to Mr. 
Scheeline, who was some years ago a mem­ 
ber of the Board of Education. The mar­ 
riage took place six or eight weeks ago. 
Since that time, as is represented by the ser- 
vaut employed in the house, Cahill has often 
visited Mrs. Scheeline. 
The friends and acquaintances of Cahill 
state that he has been in ill health for some 
time. Dr. Clarke, Police Surgeon, had been 
treating Cahill for malarial fever for some 
time. The disease was subdued after a time, 
and Cahill had ceased to undergo systematic 
treatment. About ten days ago Cahill met 
Dr. Clarke and said he was not feeling well, 
and suffered with paiu iu his head. The 
Doctor laughingly replied, saying: “ Oh, 
pshaw! You’ve got the blues; come and 
see me, and I’ll give you some medicine.” 
His reply was : “ You cannot minister to a 
mind diseased.” The Doctor again laughed 
at him and bade him good-bye. 
It is represented that Cahill has for some 
time been in the habit of taking quinine. It 
is also affirmed that since the death of one of 
his sons, who was shot at Pioche about six 
weeks ago, Cahill has been flighty, and some­ 
times maudlin in conversation. A friend of 
Cahill said that he met him about three 
hours before the shooting occorred. At that 
time Cahill was looking terribly dejected, his 
brow being furrowed with deep wrinkles, and 
his whole appearance being that of a man en­ 
gaged in some great mental struggle. He 
accounted at the time for his looks by saying 
that he had not been feeling well for some 
time, but that he had improved in both looks 
and feelings to what he had been for the past 
few days. It is also represented that Cahill 
has been very unlucky in stocks during the 
past few years, and the loss of his money has 
constantly preyed upon his mind. Of late he 
had taken to the use of intoxicating drinks. 
Chief of Police Crowleystates that between 
12 and 1 o’clock yesterday he saw John Cahill 
in the office of his brother, Edward Cahill, 
on Montgomery street. Cabill appeared theu 
to be laboring under great excitement, which 
was so noticeable that Chief Crowley thought 
of it for some time afterwards. Although he 
knew Chief Crowley well, and always spoke 
to him when they met, he, on this occasion, 
took no notice ci the Chief. It must have 
been ehortly after this meeting in Edward 
Cahill’s office that John Cahill weDt oat to 
1416 Bush street, where he attempted to kill 
Mrs. Scheeline, and took bis own life. 
CORONER’S JL’RT IMPANELED. 
A jury was impaneled by Coroner Dorr to­ 
day in the case of John Cahill, who commit- 
tid suicide yesterday afternoon after attempt­ 
ing to shoot Mrs. Nathan Scheeline. They 
viewed trtie remains, and the inquest was con­ 
tinued until some day next week, not yet 
designated. 


rh eerfu ln ea s U nder th e S h ad ow o f D eath. 
S an R afabl, August 5th.—The execution 
of John Maguire, alias Scotty, a convict, for 
the murder of Andrews, a brother convict in 
the State Prison, is set for to-morrow at 1 
o’clock, and the preparations are completed 
for the event. Your reporter, in company 
with Sheriff Mason, visited the doomed man 
in his cell at 1 o’clock to-day, and found him 
in jovial spirits, attired in a neat suit of 
black. In reply to a question as to how he 
felt about h¡3 approaching doom, he said that 


he felt perfectly resigned, and that he had 
made up his mind immediately after he com­ 
mitted the crime that he must suffer death 
for it He only wished that the moment hail 
arrived when he must expiate it Father 
ltiordan visits him frequently, offering spir­ 
itual advice, but he is indifferent about the 
hereafter, and says that if there is a worse 
place in the hereafter he is willing to go 
there.

T iE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 


The result of the French elections is gen­ 
erally encouraging. 
The so-called Irrecon- 
cilables have been practically extinguished 
by the popular vote. 
The Ileaciionarics 
have be. n equally unsuc cssful. 
The Bon- 
apartists have sustained a severe reverse, 
and tho Clericals have been nude to under­ 
stand tiiat there is no popular sympathy 
for them. 
They made a desperate attem pt, 
especially in the rural districts farthest 
from the large towns, to create the impres­ 
sion that their cause was somehow identi­ 
fied with that of freedom, and that the 
suppression of their houses was an assault 
upon the liberties of the people. 
B at the 
tru th is that the rural population of France 
has for a long time been eiifrauchised from 
Clerical influences. 
It is trae that the 
women still cling with traditionary faith 
to the Church, aad that they support 
the external manifestations of religion. 
But it is notorious that if the priests 
lial 
to depend 
altogether upon 
vol­ 
untary contributions they would very soon 
be starved out. The peasantry regard them 
w ith a sort of silent contempt, tinged with 
didike, and they have no objection to the 
suppression of the educational estahlish- 
m .nts conducted by the Church. 
They 
therefore viewed with stolid indifference 
the enactment of the late laws, and they 
refused to believe th at they could have 
anything in common with the black robes 
a t the ballot-box. 
So the first attem pt 
of the Clericals to reinstate themselves 
has failed, and it is not probable their 
chances will improve 
with time. 
The 
most generally encouraging feature in the 
late elections is the marked disposition to 
rebuke all extreme political programmes, 
and the cautious conservatism of {he 
masses. 
It is not certain that they have 
a.-, yet taken very kindly to the abstract 
notion of a Republic, but they assuredly 
have the strongest affection for a stable 
an 1 permanent government, and that they

In his very able speech at San Francisco 
on W ednesday evening. Secretary Thomp­ 
son, speaking of the causes which have pro. 
duced a solid South, observed th at “ the 
“ Democrats have got the ilea th at if they 
“ can trium ph with General Hancock in 
“ the Presidential election their ideas will 
“ be perpetuated.” There can be no doubt 
th at this 
is 
a very serious consider­ 
ation. 
A Democratic victory a t this time 
would not only involve a revolution in the 
civil service, but it would strengthen and 
solidify th at peculiarly Southern policy 
w liich is now the most dangerous factor in 
American politics. 
The Democratic party 
of the N orth may be said to be fighting for 
the spoils alone, bu t the Southern Dem­ 
ocrats are fighting for the right to estab­ 
lish bulldozing and despotism permanently, 
and by the systematic employment of these 
agencies to control the whole country. 
W hether the Mexican methods of the 
South shall be made permanent institutions 
or not will depend largely upon this elec­ 
tion. A Democratic defeat at this juncture 
must go far to convince the South of the 
hopelessness of its latest policy. 
But it 
will do much more than that. 
By putting 
power into the 
hands 
of 
the 
party 
which 
is 
the 
natural 
defender 
of 
free 
institutions it will enable steps 
to be taken 
for the removal of those 
flagrant abuses which have so long dis­ 
graced Southern politics. 
I t will prove 
the futility of all attem pts to disrupt the 
Union through the ballot-box, and it will 
open the way to th at era of better feeling 
which is required for the elimination of 
Southern disaffection. 
A Democratic vic­ 
tory, on the other hand, would convince 
the South th at its strongest dependence 
lay in Pied Shirt Leagues, Kuklux and rifle 
clubs. 
I t would put in power a party that 
could be relied on to abandon the freed- 
men to their fate. 
It would intensify the 
“ solid South” sentim ent, and build up a 
wall between the two sections. 
Nothing 
couli so surely encourage the Southern 
Democrats in their most fatal courses as 
success at the present time. 
Nothing 
could render the solution of the Southern 
problem so hopeless. 
They would then be 
justified in believing th at all they had 
to do to maintain their ascendancy was 
to keep on as they had begun. 
They 
would 
interpret 
the 
verdict 
of the 
people as an indorsement of their undem­ 
ocratic 
methods. , They would be led 
on to make 
their 
section oven more 
like what it was before the rebellion. 
They would be emboldened to put their 
doctrine of States Rights in active opera­ 
tion, and to disregard the constitutional 
amendments. 
The general result of the 
change would be to aggravate all the worst 
symptoms of the existing situation, and to 
render a return to constitutional methods 
almost hopeless. 
The Republican party 
has no cause of quarrel with the South 
outside of th at which arises from Southern 
disaffection to republican principles and 
institutions. 
It holds, and rightly, th at 
the Constitution and the statutes made 
under it must be the supreme law of the 
land. 
It insists th at the Southern people 
shall be bound by the same obligations 
whicli the people of the N orth recognize. 
It demands th at they shall respect the 
freedom of the ballot, th at they shall ac­ 
cept majority rule, th at they shall accord 
to the negro all his civil and political 
rights, that they shall live like civilized 
men, respecting the law and their neigh­ 
bor’s rights, and refraining from violence 
and fraud.

CARRYING THE WAR INTO AFRICA. 


It is stated that the Irish Home Rulers 
propose to carry the war into Africa by 
organizing an agitation in the English bor­ 
oughs on behalf of land reform, as a re­ 
taliation for the rejection of the compensa­ 
tion hill in the House of Lords. 
Such a 
programme is likely to receive support 
from many Kaglish reformers, and it cer­ 
tainly offers a new method of extending 
a id giving more weight to the controversy. 
The pur [loses of Darnell and his colleagues 
are not friendly, hut nevertheless they 
may be conferring a real benefit upon Ra­ 
gland by forcing this issue into promi­ 
nence, for it is clearly apparent that some 
very im portant change in the tenure of 
land must 
before 
long he introduced 
throughout the United Kingdom, if only to 
m eet the overwhelming competition which 
American production and transportation are 
compelling those countries to face!* The 
English lanil-owners are of course averse 
to change, as 
all 
men are who 
have 
grown 
up 
in 
one 
groove, hut 
it is 
beginning to appear that tho only choice 
will soon be between voluntary modification 
of existing laud tenures and violent revolu­ 
tion caused by civil catastrophes, and 
therefore it may be the most providential 
thing for Parnell to bring this issue to the 
front. 
The agitation over the Irish land 
question, indeed, is destined to occupy a 
secondary place in this controversy. 
The 
same influences arc affecting both Ireland 
and Euglaud, and mu3t naturally produce 
th e same effects, allowing for differences of 
race disposition. 
The old landlord system 
lias culminated, and is on the decline, but 
when it is abandoned it will he because its 
survival is no longer compatible with an 
adequate cultivation of the soil, and ques­ 
tions of principle will have but a side bear­ 
ing on the outcome. 


The N orth has a right to demand these 
things, for the lawlessness and injustice of 
the 
South affect 
the 
whole country. 
Every voter in Maine and Illinois and Cal­ 
ifornia is wronged when the voice of the 
majority is stifled by violence in Georgia or 
Alabama or Mississippi or South Carolina. 
The Southern rifle clubs are outraging not 
alone the freedmen whom they drive from 
the polls, hut the free white men of the 
North and YV^st whose ballots they neu­ 
tralize by their hrutai conduct. 
AH that 
the North asks of the South is th it it shall 
submit to good government and accept the 
law of the land. 
B ut the South Las no 
such equitable claim to urge. 
It is not 
lighting for the vindication of the supreme 
law. It is struggling to acquire the right to 
violate all laws with im punity. 
Ite suc­ 
cess, therefore, could not mean the estab­ 
lishment of any sound principle of gov- 
ernmcut, 
but 
it 
would 
mean 
the 
overthrow of all just government. 
The 
tem per of 
the 
South 
is not reason­ 
able. 
It proclaims through 
its press 
that it is determined not to adm it the po­ 
litical equality of the colored citizen. 
It 
says in effect th at it will be peaceable only 
on condition th a t it is allowed to suppress 
the right of suffrage as regards the colored 
citizen. 
It declares th at it will continue 
to use force and fraud so long as the negro 
claims equal rights. 
To yield to these 
propositions would ho to give \ip all th at 
the war was fought for. 
To allow the 
negr as political rights to be withheld, to 
consent to their abnegation, is to relegate 
the negro to a condition but little if at all 
preferable to slavery. 
The South has not 
j et made up its mind to accept the free­ 
dom of the colored race as a finality. 
Should the Democratic party carry their 
elections, this idea would necessarily gain 
favor and weight. Toe South would become 
more solid than ever, because protests and 
remonstrances against 
its wrong-doings 
would be les3 effective than over. 
The 
Southern 
idea 
w'ould 
gain 
in 
influ­ 
ence, 
and 
the 
line 
of 
demarcation 
between North and South would bo more 
deeply and cluarly drawn. 
But a Repub­ 
lican victory must tend to bring the real 
reconciliation of the sections nearer, by 
proving tho uselessness of Southern a t­ 
tem pts to perpetuate undemocratic pol­ 
itics, and by demonstrating the inflexibility 
of the national determination on behalf of 
the supremacy of national law. After all this 
fight is the old one over again. 
The main 
question in view is whether this is a 
nation. 
If the Democrats succeed, that 
question will lie answered in the negative 
for the first time. 
If the Republicans suc­ 
ceed, another and perhaps a final blow will 
have been dealt at th at disorganizing policy 
which finds expression to-day in Southern 
Mexicanization and bulldozing. 


RANDALL AND THE TARIFF. 


Mr. Speaker Randall has recently been 
expounding the Democratic platform on 
the tariff question, and he has experienced 
great difficulties in the performance of the 
task. 
The platform declares in favor of a 
tariff for revenue only. 
This indeed is 
good old Democratic doctrine. 
But Mr. 
Randall has to talk to Pennsylvanians, and 
that kind of doctrine will not go down 
with them, so he has been obliged to do 
• some ground-aud-lofty tumbling on the sub­ 
ject. 
In his speech he observed th at “ tho 
"correct solution of the tariff controversy 
“ was happily rendered in tho councils of 
“ the Democratic party. 
A t the last ses- 
“ sion of the present Congress a bill was 
“ passed by the Democratic Senate, and 


“ is now first in order on the Speaker’s ta- 
“ ble in the House, committing the revision 
“ of this tariff to a commission of experts 
“ for recommendation to Congress.” 
This 
is w hat Mr. Randall calls a satisfactory 
solution of the tariff problem. 
A bill es­ 
tablishing a commission has been intro­ 
duced to Congress. 
T hat bill, it is noto­ 
rious, was put forward by the most con­ 
spicuous protectionists in the country. 
It 
•was put forward as a subterfuge to cover 
the abandonment of tariff reform which 
the Democrats had consented to. 
If ever 
the bill becomes a law, which is very 
doubtful, it would settle nothing, for Mr. 
Randall knows perfectly well that the 
proposed commission could not frame any 
system which the protectionists would ac­ 
cept, while the protectionists, it is well 
understood, 
are 
prepared 
to 
name 
a majority of the Commissioners them ­ 
selves. 
There is indeed a great gulf fixed 
between the actual deeds of the Democracy 
and the declarations of the Cincinnati plat­ 
form in regard to the tariff, and Mr. Ran­ 
dall knows this. 
Indeed his chief anxiety 
in his recant speech wa3 to convince the 
protectionists th at they had nothing to fear 
from the proposed Commission, and that, 
in fact, the Democratic party is engaged in 
showing how not to do it. 
lie told them, 
in effect, th at he was in favor of a tariff for 
revenue only, w ith incidental protection 
thrown in. 
Of course this was utter non­ 
sense, but it is quite as near the tru th as 
the Democrats arc likely to get on this 
question. 
I t ¡3 indeed perfectly clear that 
they have abandoned their old doctrine in 
regard to free trade, and they have done 
this precisely when the evils of the tariff 
have become so flagrant th at popular atten­ 
tion is being turned to reform. 
Mr. Ran­ 
dall does not dare to offend the Pennsyl­ 
vania protectionists, yet he wishes to pre­ 
tend that the Cincinnati platform means 
something. 
It is very difficult to recon­ 
cile these conflicting requirements, and the 
Speaker failed to accomplish the undertak­ 
ing. 
Ho did, however, make it plain 
enough th at his party is a3 insincere on this 
as on all other vital issues requiring a bold 
and explicit statem ent of policy.

CHILE AND PERU. 


The war between these powers has al­ 
ready degenerated into a Bavage and hor­ 
rible slaughter. 
Facts recently published 
show th at the most abominable cruelties 
have been freely practiced by both Bides. 
Engagements are no longer 
honorable 
battles, but massacres. 
No quarter is 
given to the wounded. 
No prisoners are 
taken. 
Non-combatants are slaughtered 
and abused. 
Destruction of life and prop­ 
erty is the aim on both sides, and no con­ 
ventions are any longer observed. 
Y et 
still the Government of the U nited States 
holds aloof and appears to view the bloody 
and barbarous contest with absolute indif­ 
ference. 
N either Chile nor Peru has any­ 
thing to gain by a continuation of the con­ 
flict. 
Chile has humbled her enemy and 
inflicted numerous losses upon him. 
She 
herself, however, is almost completely ex­ 
hausted. 
The commerce of both countries 
has been destroyed. 
Their population has 
been decimated. 
And all for a quarrel 
which never should have been allowed to 
proceed beyond 
diplomacy, and which 
could w ithout doubt have been nipped in 
the bud had the W ashington Government 
desired to do so. 
Is it possible th at it 
is thought expedient to let these petty 
powers destroy one another now, lest 
either of them should grow strong and 
troublesome in the future ? 
Has a nation 
of forty-five millions anythiug to appre­ 
hend from the increase of these semi-bar­ 
barous and feeble communities ? 
And if 
not, for what plausible reason does our 
Government refrain from attem pting to 
stop a war which is as causeless and wanton 
a3 it is disastrous and inhuman ; which is 
plunging thousands of creatures into de­ 
spair and misery, and which has no com­ 
pensations whatever ? 
W hen great powers 
such as France and Germany go to war, 
the world is obliged to leave them alone, 
since it is impossible to do more than offer 
a remonstrance. 
But when insignificant 
Governments like those of Chile and Peru 
fall fo ll of one another, their nearest strong 
neighbor ought metaphorically to knock 
their heads together, and pull them apart. 
In the present case the general disregard 
of all civilized rules of war affords a suf­ 
ficient ground for interference. 
In a little 
while these barbarians will have brought 
their struggle to such a pitch of ferocity 
th at all the world will cry out in horror 
and disgust. 
I t would be much more cred­ 
itable to our own civilization if we inter­ 
vened without farther delay in the name 
and for the sake of a common humanity. 


TO WITHDRAW. 


It would seem from one dispatch th at 
the English Government had determined 
on withdrawing all the troops from Af­ 
ghanistan, hut another states th at General 
Roberts is to continue his march on Can- 
dalnr, at the same time th at Cabul is evac­ 
uated. 
This would indicate an intention 
to expose General Roberts and his force to 
the fate which lias overtaken General B ar­ 
rows. 
He must abandon his communica­ 
tions and advance for five weeks into a 
hostile country, exposed to all the attacks 
th at can bo made upon him. Oa the whole 
it would seem better to let the garrison of 
Candahar fight its way out of the country 
than to take such chances as these.

O m aha, August 5th.—The Benders have 
admitted to David Condon, who is the uian 
who gave the information leading to their ar­ 
rest, that a man named Holbrook, uncle of 
William Smith, a lumber dealer at Plum 
creek, had been murdered at Bender’s place. 
When described by Condon as a low-set, 
dark, small man, they told all about him, and 
said he had about $2,000 on his person when 
murdered. 
In 1878 an aged couple answering 
the description, and who are supposed to 
have been old Benler and wife,.with one 
small child, occupied a house iii the outskirts 
of Kearney. 
They seldom went out, made 
no acquaintances, and made few purchases, 
paying cash for what they did buy. 
Some 
suspicion 
was 
aroused 
at 
that 
time, 
when 
suddenly they 
disappeared. 
The 
house was 
discovered 
to be locked up 
and a strong odor issued from it. 
The 
Sheriff burst in the door and found every 
evidence of hasty departure. 
A cat was 
found dead on the floor, and in an advanced 
state of putrifaction. 
The breakfast table 
remained uncleaned, the dishes still contain­ 
ing remnants of food. A few articles of ap­ 
parel still hang on hooks. 
All the furni­ 
ture was left as it had stood, and even the 
bed remained unmade, as if the flight had 
been sudden and unexpected. A lamp had 
burned out on the table. 
No trace of their 
whereabouts could 
be 
learned, and the 
Sheriff finally sold out the goods by auction. 
The manner in which the couple departed 
from Kearney is exactly the same in which 
the Benders left their home in Cherry Vale, 
Kansas. 
Daniel Congdon, who has been in 
the vicinity of Avoca, Iowa, for two or 
three days, searching for young John Ben­ 
der’s 
outfit, 
was 
in 
town 
again to­ 
day, 
and 
says 
the 
party are 
quite 
sure to be arrested 
before 
Sunday, as 
several persons saw them in Avoca on last 
Monday. 
They are being followed by officers 
from Avoca. 
A gentleman who formerly re­ 
sided in Jacksonville, 111., knew the Mc­ 
Gregor family there. They had a bad repu­ 
tation. Our informant left Jacksonville with 
them in the same wagon-train for Missouri, 
traveling with them for nineteen days. 
He 
parted company with them in Lirfn county, 
Kansas, and they went on to Labette county. 
He has seen the prisoners at the Fremont 
jail, and, although he does not know that 
they are not the Benders, yet he says they 
are the same McGregors who came from 
Jacksonville. 
As it has been shown that the 
Benders’ right name is McGregor, there ii 
still another identification. The old worn a a 
Bender admits that young John and Kate, 
supposed to be man and wife, are full brother 
and sister, and have been living all the time 
as man and wife. 
Kate has four children by 
John—eight, seven, five and three years old— | 
born while they have been wandering around 
the country.

There is brought to N orth San Juan and 
sold during each year from $150,000 to 
$200,000 worth of bullion from the smaller 
gravel claims along that part of the ridge. 
The product of the large mines is shipped 
direct to the Bay. 
The American hydraulic claim is situated 
about a mile south of N orth San Juan, aud 
employs some 45 men. 
I t has been in 
operation for nearly a quarter of a century 
past, yielding large amounts of gold, and 
is likely to he a producer for a generation 
to come, as there is yet a large portion of 
the ground unworked. 
Speaking of Meadow Lake D istrict, the 
Truckee Republican says : We were shown 
a small vial of coarse quartz gold this 
week, which was taken out of some de­ 
composed rock with a mortar. 
Judging 
by the quantity shown us it m ust have 
been very rich rock. There is considerable 
movement amoDg prospectors now in that 
vicinity. 
W e learn th at quite a number 
of patents to ground will soon be applied 
for. 
Parties from San Francisco and other 
places are becoming considerably interested 
in the outlook. 
Barkdell k Kline struck another rich 
pocket in their mines at Blackwell re­ 
cently, says the Jacksonville (Org.) Times. 
The rock pays well, $18 in gold having 
been obtained from about 500 pounds 
crushed in their arastra. 
The ore was ob­ 
tained from the same ledge discovered by 
them last winter, but some distance from 
the original place of discovery. 
They 
have been prospecting other ledgeB in the 
vicinity, some of which will pay for mill­ 
ing.

Mr. Chase, on behalf 
of Theodore Winters, addressed the Board 
relative to a settlement of the disagreement 
between the Blood Horse Association and the 
State Society, and the rearrangement of the 
running programme. Mr. Winters’ propo­ 
sition was to allow the two-year old filled 
race to remain; the three in five race to be 
rescinded, and that the remainder of the 
$3,000, some $2,850, not consumed by filled 
races, be given to the Association, it to ar­ 
range eleven other races and secure their fill­ 
ing so far as earnest effort can do so. 
It was 
explained that a resolution of the Association 
to like effect that had been passed failed to 
reach the Society. 
EFFORTS TO HARMONIZE. 
Mr. Boggs favored harmonizing matters if 
possible, and said Messrs. Winters 
and 
Coombs had said to him the blood horse men 
had felt aggrieved that the purses were not 
as large as for trotting, but were now willing 
to go on and help the Society. 
Mr. Shippee 
said leading men of the Association had told 
him directly the opposite, and that they 
would not take part, with the sum appropri­ 
ated, and because of the 3-in-5 race. 
Mr. 
Larue said the State Board had felt that the 
Association had not treated it properly in 
rejecting the programme 
without notice. 
Mr. Boruck favored inviting Mr. Winters to 
come before the Board and make a direct 
proposition. 
Mr. Boggs made a motion to 
that effect. Mr. Shippee opposed any ac­ 
tion by the Board changing its running pro­ 
gramme, and said even had the resolution of 
the Blood Horse Association been received, 
it would have made no difference. Every 
year the blood horse men had pushed the 
Society to do this and that, and constantly 
urged new demands, until he couldn’t see 
how the Society could yield any longer. 
Mr. Boruck said he was witling to conciliate 
and harmonize, if possible, in the interests 
of the Society. 
Mr. Flint asked if Mr. 
Winters’ appearance depended on the recision 
of the 3 in-5 race? If so, he was opposed 
to the motion. Mr. Colby and Mr. Shippee 
held the same views. Mr. Boggs’ motioD 
prevailed. 
MR. WINTERS 
Was sent for and appeared before the Board 
and addressed it. 
He had objected to the 
first programme put forth, anl his objections 
were understood. 
A 3-iu-5 race, he held, no 
gentlemen can engage in and protect himself. 
He looked on such races as bids for rascality. 
He had labored for years to have such races 
abolished. He had not liked the discrimina­ 
tion made between two and three-year-olds. 
If the heat race was abolished he believed 
there would be no questionjof all the programme 
being handsomely filled. On motion of Mr. 
Boruck a committee was ordered to confer on 
the subject and report back. The Chair ap­ 
pointed MossrB. Boggs, Finnigan and Shippee. 
Mr. Shippee declined to serve and the Chair 
appointed Mr. Newton. 


NO e n c a m pm en t. 
Adjutant Guthrie and Captain Sheehan of 
the First Artillery Regiment addressed the 
Brard. Captain Sheehan said the guards­ 
men objected to camping in Agricultural 
Bark, as it would be warm there, wilh no shel­ 
ter, and would not prove a school of military in­ 
struction. It was difficult to keep the men ip 
camp in the town when they live in camp a 
week, and, in fact, while the regiment would 
ask 82,000 be believed the guardsmen pre­ 
ferred not to have it, but to hold their en­ 
campment elsewhere and independently, but 
would not do so in Fair week. The camp at 
night here would, as before, draw people 
from the Pavilion attractions. 
His advice 
to the Board was to drop the matter. Adju­ 
tant Guthrie took a like view, and the whole 
matter 
was dropped. 
Adjutant Guthrie 
said, of course, the military would turn out 
to receive President Hayes. 
The Board was then addressed by repre­ 
sentatives of the corps of reporters which 
attended at the races of the last State Fair 
upon the necessity of compelling drivers in 
trotting races to wear distinctive colors and 
to be neatly clad ; also the necessity of a 
black board on which the positions and colors 
of horses and colors of jackets can he an­ 
nounced in letters large enough to enable all 
the people in the grand stand to see and 
know the position of the horses after each 
heat, and also the necessity of placing names 
on all the stalls. 


RIDERS AND DRIVERS TO DRESS DECENTLY. 
The m atter was discussed, and on motion of 
M r. 
Boruck, 
the following 
resolutions 
were adopted, and the members unanimously 
expressed th eir approval of the reform indi­ 
cated : 
Resolved, That in all trotting and par:nr rac“S. 
and all running races, drivers and riders shall be 
neatly clad and appear upo i the track in apparel 
unobjectionable to the judges. That in running 
and trotting and pacing races drivers and riders 
shall wear caps and jackets of distinctive colors, cap 
and jacket to be of like color. 
Reso'ced, That the Superintendent of the Park 
procure one dozen caps and knit Jackets, of dis­ 
tinctive colors, for the use of drivers in trotting 
races, the same to be kept in the ¡secretary's office 
at the Park, and taken therefrom and returned 
thereto daih after use by such drivers as do not fur­ 
nish their oa ii jackets' and caps, or those not of 
proper color. 
RaulciJ, That the names of all racing horses— 
trotting, pacing and running—be plainly displayed 
over the door of the box or stall of each of such 
horses. 
Toe Chair vtated that a large blackboard 
had already been ordered, and that it will 
show the name of each horse in the race, his 
p sition in each heat, and tin color of the 
driver’s cap and jacket, and that it would be 
so Urge that the letters can be seen from all 
p arts of the staud. 
The board will be Bet be­ 
tw een tail standards, and lifted in grooves by 
weights. 
THE PROCRAVME. 
The Board then took up and consideied 
its speed programme. On motion of Mr. 
Boggs the Board, by seven to three, struck 
out the three-in-five running race—Ayer, 
Larue, Finnigan, Coleman, Newton, Boggs, 
Hancock and Boruck : nays, Shippee, Flint, 
Colby. 
The entry of the Dietz mare was 
ordered canceled and the money refunded, 
she having been previously barred in races 
5, 14 and 10, but entered by name under a 
technic ility. But three entries appearing in 
No. 13, the free-for all trot, the pur>e of 
$1,500 was reduced $3t.C. The parse in No. 
14 was reduced also. The details of the pro­ 
gramme were further discussed without dlfi- 
uite action resulting. 
General J. F. Sheehan 
appeared and asked the Board relative to a 
request of Colonel Dickinson, of the First 
Infantry Regiment, S. F., as to whether the 
society would allow that commannd $1,000 as 
part expenses of an encampment here in Fair 
week. The matter was taken under advise­ 
ment. General Sheehan was n-*ked if the 
troops of his commaod here would aid in the 
reception of President Hayes. He said the 
feeling was to do so if he came as President, 
but not if he came 
to 
make political 
speeches for a party, as men of all parties are 
in the ranks. The Board replied to him say­ 
ing the President would be here as its guest, 
and that he came as President of the United 
States and would be received as such. 
What 
hs might do after his reception and while in 
the State subsequently it had nothing to do 
with. 
General Sheehan replied that in that 
case they would of course be glad to take 
part in the reception if oiders came from 
headquarters, where the matter would be 
properly considered and understood. The 
lioard, after some consultation relative to 
advertising, adjourned until 8 P. u.

DEMOCRATIC MEETING. 


The Democracy of the Fourth Ward held 
a mass meeting at Tenth and M streets last 
night. 
A ce* stand was erected and decor­ 
ated with National colors and a bonfire 
blazed in the street. The attendance was 
rather slender. 
Wm. Minis presided. W. 
J. Collier was the first speaker. 
He devoted 
himself mainly to the examination of the 
charges against General Garfield, repeating 
and explaining them, and stating his belief 
that they are 
true 
and 
should 
con­ 
demn 
the 
candidate. 
He 
urged _ the 
Convention, which is to meet to-day to insert 
an anti-land monopoly plank in its platform. 
W. B. C. Biown was the next sjieaker. 
He 
said the party is entering upon the campaign 
under the most auspicious circumstances, and 
he believed a Democratic victory assured. 
He had consulted leading Republicans here 
and found them weak-kneed and not con­ 
fident at all of casting their usual vote in the 
State. G»i field had voted against the Chi­ 
nese 
restriction 
bill, 
against 
the 
vote of 
Booth, Page and Sargent — and 
hence against the interests of 
the 
peo­ 
ple of this coast. 
Whatever he may say 
now amounts to nothing ; words, mere words. 
He saw a reporter of the RecoRD-Union 
present, an.l wanted to give a few figures 
in which the Recohd-Union had recently 
dealt relative to 
the 
indorsement 
of 
General Garti.ld by his own people. 
In 
1872, in the Ashtabula district, Garfield's ma­ 
jority was nearly 11,000. 
In 1873 the Pol­ 
lard Committee reported that Garfield did 
take Credit Mobilier stock, and in 1874 he 
got but a little over 2,600 majority in his dis­ 
trict. So on in every subsequent election his 
majority declined until he did not come 
within 1,700 votes of the other candidates on 
his ticket. 
In 1876 he ran 1,800 in four 
counties behind the candidate tor Secretary 
of State on bis ticket. They say that Gar­ 
field didn’t know the taking of the stock was 
wrong, but in March, 1S68, before lie took it, 
Washburue declared in Congress the Credit 
Mobilier a villainy, and General Garfield 
opposed his proposition to have it investigated. 
Tne New York Tim a and Tribune, in Feb­ 
ruary, 1873, declared they disagreed with the 
committee as to the 
innocence of the 
men who took the stock ar.d dividends, 
and that Garfield stood in a terrible predica­ 
ment relative to it. Black’s letter had been 
cited. 
Black is a criminal lawyer and de­ 
fends for pay. 
Garfield read law in his office, 
and both belong to the same church, yet 
three years after Black told him it was wrong 
Gai field had the stock Btill in his name and 
the divideud in his pocket, and then he said 
he hadn’t agreed to take the stock, and that 
the money was but a loan. 
But three of his 
friends in Congress swore under oath that he 
did take stock and money. 
In 1876 the Re­ 
publicans in Garfield’s district met in con­ 
vention and passed resolutions condemning the 
Credit Mobilier echeme and declaring Garfield 
had cast his vote with corporations against the 
people, and those Itej.ubiicans voted against 
him and hád ever since. 
Mr. Brown then 
took up the charge as to the De Golyer con­ 
tracts, and said that in the State Library 
records showed General Garfield when he 
took the fee was in a position to influence 
the appropriation that must be made or 
denied by Cong ref s in the matter. There 
was a suit about it. and the records of the 
case showed that General Garfield took the 
fee against Lis first employer, the Govern­ 
ment of the United States. 
The sjieaker 
then a’tacked the record of Gereral Arthur, 
and said the Republican administration had 
removed him that the office of Collector of 
New York might be honestly administered. 
He referred to the presence of Secretaries 
Thompson and Schurz on the coast, and said 
a few years ago the latter had denounced the 
Republican party bitterly; that Senator 
Booth in 1875 declared the piarty too corrupt 
to live, and that he had left it and burned 
the bridges behind him ; that Grant’s Ad­ 
ministration was denounced for covering up 
frauds, by pap-rs that now call for a continu­ 
ance of the Republican party in power. He 
d*-clared that General Hancock’s letters to 
Pease and Sherman proved him to have a 
profound knowledge of the constitutional 
sentimeuts and ideas of the republic, and 
to 
be 
possessed 
of 
a 
statesmanlike 
mind 
and 
tbe 
firmness 
to 
stand 
for 
the 
right 
without 
flinching. 
As to the frauds iu the South, he pledged his 
word that the election in Alabama was as fair 
as any election in the First Ward in Sacra­ 
mento had been for four years under Repub­ 
lican manipulators’ rule. 
He said that every 
year the Rejiublican manipulators of Sacra­ 
mento had polled over 300 fraudulent votes 
for several years, and lie had heard many 
Republicans of 
Sacramento 
swear 
they 
wouldn't stand the rule of the manipulators 
any longer. He declared that in the South 
the Republicans buy negro votes, forge re­ 
turns, stuff La’lot-boxes, etc., and that Pres­ 
ident Hayes as a reward jjiUs the chief vil­ 
lains into 
1 fii ;e. 
He continued at some 
length upon ttiis subject, and conclu led with 
a der nnciation of the entry of soldiers into 
the Louisiana Legislature, and quoted Secre­ 
tary Schurz as declaring it to be a great out­ 
rage. 
At tbe conclusion of Mr. Brown's speech 
the meeting was adj mrned until the evening 
of the 14th instant.
